e Those who contributed the least to climate 
change are often the most vulnerable to Its 
Impacts. 


e Millions exposed to acute food insecurity, 
reduced water security. 


¢ Biggest impacts in parts of Africa, Asia, 
Central/South America, LDCs, Small Islands, 
Arctic. 


e People in highly vulnerable areas up to 15x 
more likely to die in tloods, droughts, storms 
(compared to those in in most resilient areas) 


e 3-6 times the current climate Investment 


e But there is enough global financing to 
rapidly reduce emissions 


e Developing countries require external 
Tunding to meet adaptation needs
